GERMANY IS VIOLATING

American Charge Grew, at 
Berlin, Instructed to Take 
the Matter Up Personally 
With Kaiser’s Chancellor. 
United States Acting In- 
dependently. 


Washington, November 14.—Deporta- 
tion of Belgian civilians into Germany 
for forced labor has reached such se- 
rious proportions that American Charge 
Grew, at Berlin, has been directed by 
the state department to take the mat- 
ter up personally with Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. The charge was 
requested to say that such deportations 
could but have a most unfortunate 
effect on neutral opinion, particularly 
in the United States, which has the 
welfare of the Belgian civilian popula- 
tion very much at heart. 

The instructions, it was learned to- 
day, grew out of a long report from 
Charge Grew, in which he stated that 
he had discussed the situation inform- 
ally and unofficially with Under-Sec- 
retary of Foreign Affairs Zimmerman. 
The latter admitted that a definite pol- 
icy had been adopted to enforce the 
labor of Belgians in cases where they 
would not work voluntarily, on the 
ground that so many refused to work 
as to make the strain on public charity 
intolerable. 

Violation of Germany’s Pledges. 

The deportations are viewed here not 
only as a violation of international 
law, but fm a degree as a violation of 
Germany’s assurancés to Ambassador 
Gerard last June, which, though relat- 
ing to the 20,000 French women and 
girls deported from Lille, Roubaix and 
Tourcoing, are felt to be applicable to 


0 CENTS REACHED 
BY ATLANTA SPOTS 


Cotton on the Local Market 
Goes to Highest Mark 
Since Civil War — Many 
Sales at Record Price. 


Spot cotton sold in Atlanta yesterday 
for 20 cents, its highest price since the 
civil war. 

Samuel Martin, of the Atlanta Ware- 
house company, reports that the 20-cent 
quotation does not represent a few scat- 
tered sales, but, on the contrary, the 
transfer of a considerable quantity of 
the staple, sufficient to establish 20 
cents as the market priee at the close 
of the day’s trading. The close was 
steady, and with good cables from Liv- 
erpool expected in the morning by finan- 
cial experts, the outlook for a further 
gain seems good. 

The advance in the local market was 
attributed to the record gains made by 
futures in New York and New Orleans 
as well &s to basic reasons for the rise 
in futures—steady demand, cold weather 
in the western belt, the census bureau’s 
bullish report on American mill con- 
sumption and good quotations from 
Liverpool. 

Quotations of 20 cents for spot cotton 
were also reached in Galveston and 
Houston. Middling in New Orleans 


brought 19.38. 

In the New York exchange cotton for 
May delivery went to 20.37 cents, March 
to 20.20 and January to 20.05. The close 
was not much lower, that for January 
being 20.02. . 

In New Orleans the cotton exchange 
records were. shattered when closing 
prices above the 20-cent mark were 
registered. May and July passed 20 
cents early in the day’s trading, and 
although the market sagged slightly 
shortly after the 20-cent price was post- 
ed because of a rush to realize by hold-

That the creation by congress of a 
department of public health with a 
cabinet head is one of the most press- 
ing needs confronting the second ad- 
ministration of President Wilson seem- 
ed to be the unanimous opinion of the 
members of the Southern Medical asso- 
ciation last night, when it was decided 
to send a telegram to the president urg- 
ing the necessity of such a depart- 
ment. 

The telegram was signed by the pres- 
ident and secretary of the ass@viation 
and received the approval of the assem- 
bled physicians, who congratulated the 
president in the heartiest terms on his 
re-election and urged a preparedness 
policy which would save the lives of 
the 600,000 Americans who die annual- 
ly from preventable diseases. The tele- 
gram follows:

Rumors Traceable to East 
About Shift to Hughes Are 
Baseless — Electors Not 
Likely to Be Split.

San Francisco, November 14.—Wheth- 
er the highest vote for a republican 
elector in California was greater than 
the lowest vote for a democratic elec- 
tor was about. the only question of 
interest to California politicians to- 
night. If this should prove to be the 
case the state’s delegation in the elec- 
toral college may be split. The repub- 
licans admittedly unearthed nothing in 
the course of the day to indicate for or 
against such a prospect. 

Sidney M. Van Wyck, Jr., chairman 
of the democratic* campaign. commit- 
tee, worked all day bringing in reports 


from little counties in the mountains, 


where the county clerks had finished 
their count and also succeeded in get- 
ting one or two fair-sized counties. 
His total for twenty counties showed 
that the totals for the lowest demo- 
cratic elector in each county added 
6,466 more than the totals for the high- 
est republican elector in the same coun- 
ties. This count would show, when 
completed, the Wilson electoral vote 
at its lowest ebb, Mr. Van Wyck said. 

That is to say, if the lowest demo- 
cratic totals are finally ahead of the 
highest republican totals a solid dele- 
gation in the electoral college is as- 
sured. If the highest republican totals 
exceed the lowest democratic totals this 
will not necessarily indicate that any 
republican elector wins because the 
lowest democrat and the highest re- 
publican are not the same in all coun- 
ties. 

Republicans and democrats alike 
manifested surprise at rumors, trace- 
able in all cases to the east, that a 
considerable error had been found 
somewhere in the state in counting the 
votes. 

“The mistake as reported would have 
to be in San Francisco, Alameda or Los 
Angeles county,” said Mr. Van Wyck. 
“It is none of them and, so far as we 
have been able to learn, it does not ex- 
ist. ‘The final count will show no ma- 
terial change.” 

Reports from republican headaquar- 
ters were similar. 


Los Angeles, Cal., November 14.—A 
net gain of 190 votes was made ty 
Charles E. Hughes today in the first 
day’s official count of the presidential 
vote cast Tuesday. Twenty-two errors 
were discovered by the board of super- 
visors, resulting in Hughes’ gain of 150 
votes, loss of 156, and President Wil- 
son’s loss of 56, giving the republican 
candidate a net gain of 190.

Washington, November 14.—The Brit- 
ish reply to the latest American note 
protesting against the trade black- 
list, made public tonight by the state 
department, denies that rights of neu- 
tral traders under intérnational law 
have been ruthlessly cancelled, defines 
the blacklist measure as a municipal 
regulation plainly concerning only the 
British government and British citi- 
zens and contends that it is designed to 
shorten the war. 

The note failed to meet the Ameri- 
can demand that the names of Ameri- 
ean firms be stricken from the black- 
list, but attemps to convince the 
state department that the British po- 
sition is just and founded on law. It 
leaves open the door for further nego- 
tiation, which is expected to follow. 

The note was subscribed by Viscount 
Grey, the British foreign minister, and 
was addressed to and transmitted by 
Walter. Hines Page, the American am- 
bassador at London. 

Subject of Peace. 

A part which attracted much official 
notice dealt with the subject of peace, 
based on the theory that ore Ameri- 
can contention had been that there 
exists no military necessity for the 
blacklist, that it is unnecessary for 
the allies to prejudice neutral com- 
merce and that nothing which hap- 
pens in distant neutral countries can 
influence the result of the great con- 
flict. ; .

Admit Heavy Losses. 


New York, November 14.—(By Asso- 
Ciated Press European Cable.)—The 
British drive begun early’ Monday 
morning amid fog and rain in the re- 
gion of the Ancre river in France has 
netted them another village—Beau- 
court, on the’ north bank of the Ancre. 
The capture of this village makes tnree 
that have fallen into British hands 
since the advance began; the other two 
being Beaumont-Hamel and St. Pierre 
There is no indication that the 
offensive has ceased at any point along 
the five-mile front. 

In the drive the British thus far have 
taken more than 6,000 German prison- 
ers, and, according to the latest report, 
more captives are being brought in. 

Aside from the gains in the Ancre ré- 
gion, the British also have made an 
advance to the east of the Butte de 
Warlencourt, about three miles south- 
east of the important tewn of Bapauine. 

To the south of the Somme the Ger- 
mans are busily engaged in shelling 
French positions in the region of Pres- 
soire and on the sector of Biaches-La- 
Maisonnette with the French vigor- 
ously replying. On the remainder’ of 
the front only bombardments have oc- 
curred. ; .

Reports from Rome that the United 
States had joined or will join the 
vatican, Spain and The Netherlands in 
a joint protest are declared untrue. In 
this question, as in many others that 
have arisen during the war, the United 
States will act independently 
“ The deportations are regarded by 
some officials here as an attempt to 
release Germans workers for the fir- 
ing line by replacing them with Bel- 
gians. More than any other one thing 
this is expetted to increase the bitter- 
ness of the allies toward the Germans 
and their desire for peace through a 
crushing victory. Foreign Minister 
Beyens and Cardinal Mercier, of Bel- 
gium, have issued public appeals to the 
neutral nations to effect a cessation 
of the deportations. England also is 
deeply concerned. 


Method of Deportations. 


Reports as to the execution of the de- 
portations vary in detail, but not in 
principle. Those who gd*to Germany 
voluntarily are made to sign a gen- 
eral free-will contract under which 
they are assured good food, a salary, 
guarantee of care for their families 
and freedom of correspondence with 
them. Those refusing to sign are said 
to be coerced, where possible, through 
imprisonment. If this is unsuccessful 
in securing signature, the labor is com- 
pulsory at 30 pfennigs a day without 
provision for families or permission to 
correspond. 

The deportations assumed their most 
systematic form when, on October 10, 
the German governor general was re- 
ported to have requested the presidents

SHE CHARMED MEN 
AND GOT THOUSANDS

Chicago, November 14.—Miss Annie 
E. Sharpley, who borrowed $80,000 from 
wealthy Chicagoans without security 
by her mere powers of persuasion, uad- 
mitted today she was the same Annie 
Sharpley who once was sent to the fed- 
eral penitentiary from Philadelphia for 
forgery. Miss Sharpley’s affairs he- 
came public after she filed a petition 
in bankruptcy scheduling $80,000 in 
debts and declaring that her extensive 
poultry farm here had been. sacrificed 
to her longing to have produced a play 
she had written. The entire value of 
the farm, she said, had been spent in 
inducing David Belasco to produce the 
play. 

Today she admitted that her adven- 
ture in theatricals had cost her only 
$8,000, and that she had not dealt with 
any producer but an imposter. 

Miss Sharpley’s creditors are Mrs. T. 
B. Blackstone, who signed notes for 
$47,000" and Herman Cohen, a pawn- 
broker, who she declared had loaned her 
$20,000 without security. 

Miss Sharpley said the money had 
gone for the support of an Englishman 
whom she had loved in her girlhood. 
He was killed recently in batti!e, she

DUE TO ARRIVE TODAY 


Cold Will Last Several Days 
and May Prove Winter’s 
Forerunner. 


Cold weather—real cold weather—is 
due in Atlanta today. 

Ice and maybe snow is promised by 
the weather man. The official forecast 


reads: “Very light rain Wednesday, pos-. 


sibly changing to light snow.” 

The report further states that freez- 
ing temperatures are expected for the 
city during the day and the lowest 
temperature during the cold wave, 
which will last for several days, is ex- 
pected to come Thursday morning. 

The official mercury Tuesday after-. 
noon registered 56 degrees. By Wed- 
nesday afternoon an additional drop 
of 24 degrees is expected, bringing the 
mercury down to freezing for the first 
time this winter, and the city will 
probably. see its first ice. 

' Forerunner of Winter. 

The cold wave is expected to be only 
the forerunner of the winter season. 
All overcoats that have not been 
purchased or brought forth from their 
hiding places should be gotten ready 
for use. 

From Nashville came the report of 
the lowest temperature. The reading 
there dropped to 28 degrees. Birming- 
ham reported 40 degrees. Nashville re- 
ported sleet. A further drop at both 
places is expected. 
 & tropical storm is evident from the 
eastern portion of the gulf. Light 
rains have been reported from the ma- 
jor portion of the cotton belt, chang- 
ing to sleet in many places and to snow 
at Nashville. Snow furries are possible 
in northern Georgia, including Atlanta, 
during the day, says the weather re- 
port. 

Coldest in Northwest. 

The coldest parts of the country are 
in the northwest. Lander, Wyo., re- 
ported 10 degrees below zero. Por- 
tions of Colorado and Nebraska report- 
ed 8 degrees below zero. From some 
portions of Iowa and Nebraska and 
South Dakota the mercury was report- 
ed 4 degrees below. ' 

Snow and sleet have been falling 
during the past twenty-four hours 
through the New England states, por- 
tions of interior New York, the Great 
Lakes region and the upper Mississippi 
valley, with sleet and snow in the Ohio 
valley and in parts of Tennessee. 

The tropical storm in the gulf is ex- 
pected to intensify the cold in the 
southern and coast states.

“Whatever inconvenience may be 
caused to neutral nations by the exer- 
cise of pelligerent rights, it 1s not to be 
compared for an instant to the suffer- 
ing and loss occasioned to mankind by 
the prolongation of the war even for a 
week.” 

Acts of German Business Houses, 

In its argument the note points out 
that German business houses through- 
out the world have furthered the cause 
of Germany in the war, and have been 
active agents “for the dissemination of 
German political and social influence 
and for the purposes of espionzge.”’ 

“In some cases,” contimues the note, 
“they have even been used as bases of 
supply for German cruisers, and in 
other cases organizers and paymasters 
of miscreants employed to destroy by 
foul means factories engaged in mak- 
ing, or ships engaged in carrying, sup- 
plies required by the allies. Such op- 
erations have been carried out in the 
territory even of the United States it. 
self, and I am bound to observe, what 
I do not think will be denied, that no

MAN IN MIDDLE 


stuffs—President Says the 
Farmers Must Increase 
Output — Nation Depends 
on Farm. 


Washington, November 14.—President 
Wilson blamed middlemen for _ the 
high cost of foodstuffs here tonight in 


a speech welcoming to Washington the 
convention of the National Grange, the 
first formal speech he has delivered 
since the election. Urging that farm- 
ers increase their output, the president 
said: 

“We ought to raise such big crors 


as if the supply was so short that the 
middleman could charge for it what 
he pleased. It will not do to be nig- 
gardly with the rest of the world in 
respect to its food supply.” 

The president did not mention re- 
cent petitions to him to declare an em- 
bargo on exportation of foodstuffs from 
the United States to the rest of the 
world and he did not refer even in- 
directly to the outcome of the presi- 
dential election. His address was in- 
terrupted frequently by applause from 
the farmers attending the fiftieth an- 
niversary celebration of the founding 
of the Grange. 


Problems of Farmers. 

“It seems to me,” said the president, 
“that some of the most _ interesting 
problems of our life and of the life cof 
the world lie before us, problems in 
connection with which the farmers cf 
the Uniteg States will play a part such 
as they have never played before. 

“It goes without saying that the 
physical life of the nation has always 
depended upon the farm. It goes with- 
out saying, also, that to a large extent 
the physical life of the world has 
drawn its sustenance from the great 
areas of farm land in the United States. 
We have sent food to all parts of the 


that circumstances like the present 
can never recur, when men can make 


| world, and the American farmers has 
contributed to the life of all the coun- 


tries of the world. But you know that 
as our own population has increascd 
the proportion in which we could help 
foreign countries as contrasted with 
our own has decreased, and there are 
problems that are comparable with the 
problems of statesmanship lying ahead 
of the farmers of the United States. 

“In the future we have got to bring 
more of the area of the United States 
under cultivation than is under culti- 
vation now. We have got to increase 
the product at every point where it is 
susceptible of being increased. 

“One of the things that nas most in- 
terested me about what has been done 
recently by legislation for the benefit 
of the farmer is the question why it 
was not done long before. It is aston- 
ishing that the assets, the valuable, 
available assets, the visible assets of 
the farm should not have been avail- 


able as a basis of credit in the banks on 
the same terms as the assets of com- 
mercial undertakings and manufactur- 
ing industry. Cattle are just as visi- 
ble and tangible as goods in ware- 
houses and groungs on trains. . 


Liberated Credits of Banks. 

“We have liberated the credits of the 
banks and we have mobilized through 
the department of agriculture’ the 
scientific intelligence of the world. 
With that combination every nation in 
the world ought to come to us to learn 
how to raise big crops. We ought to

But this 
articular legislation, it goes on to say, 
s not of this character. “It is,” says 
the note, “an exercise of the sover- 
eign right of an independent state over 
its own citizens and nothing more.” 

It is pointed out that even firms in 
allied nations are being placed on the 
list where there is a reason to believe 
that British subjects should not trade 
with them and the assertion is made 
that ¢he measure is not one against 
American trade in particular, but a part 
of ‘“‘general belligerent operations de- 
signed to weaken the enemy’s_ re- 
sources.” 

Answering the American contention 
that there is serious danger to neutral 
commerce generally in the Brikish abil- 
ity to extend the list where it seems 
expedient, the note says that this is 
true, but that the American government 
may rest assured that “this system of 
prohibitions will be carried further 
than is absolutely necessary”’ 

“It has been forced upon us,” con- 
tinues the note, “by the circumstances 
of the present war. To extend it be- 
yond what is required in order to se- 
cure its immediate purpose—the weak- 
ening of the resources of our oppo- 
nents—or to allow it to interfere with 
what is really the genuine neutral trade 
of a country with which we desire to 
have the closest commercial inter- 
course, would be contrary to Brittsh 
interests. The advantage derived from 
a commercial transaction between a 
node subject and a foreigner is mu- 
ual,” 


Not Fostering British Trade. 


Viscount Grey says apparently there 
are persons in the United States almost 
impossible to convince that Great 
Britain is taking measures against its 
enemies and not merely to foster its 
own trade at the expense of neutrals. 
He denies his government “have such 
unworthy object in view,” asserting 
that in all cases his government has 
done everything possible to cause as 
little dislocation of neutral commerce 
as possible. 

The note apparently admits that 
Britain has altered the position. previ- 
ously held with the United States that 
domicile and not nationality is the test 
of enemy character, and argues that 


in this war nationals ‘of belligerents 
domiciled far from home may render 
great aid and‘comfort, admitting that 
these are sought to be reached by the 
blacklist measure, 

Reférring to exclusion from ships 
using British coal in carrying goods 


argues that there can be no legal ob- 
jection to such a refusal which is mere- 
ly denying the use of British coal to 
carriage of goods of persons actively 
assisting Great Britain’s enemies. It

ests of freedom.

ATLANTA MUST DO BOTH. 

Ernest L. Rhodes, prominent Atlanta 
business man, writes from Colorado Springs, 
where he is sojourning temporarily, to pro- 
test against the tentative plan of the city 
government to next year appropriate $100,- 
000 toward the Southeastern fair improve- 
ments, until the needs of our school system 
shall have first been met. His communica- 

‘tion is printed elsewhere upon this page. 
Mr. Rhodes favors a bond issue if that 
should be necessary to supply the fair with 
the funds needed and at the same time af- 
ford the public school fund the revenue re- 
quired to relieve a flagrant and pressing 
deficiency. He argues that the Girls’ High 
school, for instance, is in unsafe condition, 
8s regards fire hazard, and that the health 


of the pupils is hazarded by lack of heating 
facilities; he cites others of ‘our school 
buildings in similar need of improvement. 
He opposes the appropriation of funds for 
the fair only if that would interfere with 
the school requirements being met. 

But Atlanta can and should do both. It 
can go ahead making annual appropriations 
to the Southeastern fair and thus aid mate- 
rially in the upbuilding of that great insti- 
tution, and at the same time do Its full duty 
by the schools. 

Of course, our school system, of all in- 
stitutions, must not be negiected. But. for 
this city, with its wealth, its splendid citi- 
zenry, its great prosperity and its thriving 
industries, to withhold reasonable appropri-

| the Southeastern fair simply because money

CITY CLERK TAYLOR 
GETTING READY FOR 
DECEMBER ELECTION 


City Clerk Walter Taylor is preparing 
tally sheets for the general city election to 
be hela December 6. One sheet is being print-

ed for each city ward carrying the names ’ 


of all the nominees for the various city of- 
fices.

Dr. Grayson Tells of Great Progress 
In Navy Medical Corps Under Wilson; 


In the course of an exceedingly interest- 
ing explanation of the workings of the 
medical branch of the navy, Dr. Cary T. 
Grayson, passed assistant surgeon, United 
States navy, assigned to the white house as 
Physician to the president, speaking from 
the subject, “The Doctor's Work for Naval 
Preparedness,” before the convention of the 
Southern Medical association in the Audito- 
rium last night, paid a glowing tribute to the 
current administration of the navy and to 
the present congress for what it had done for 
that arm of the nation’s defense. 

“More has been done during the past 
year by congress for the medical corps,” he 
said, “than has been done in the whole pre- 
vious history of the navy.” 

“This,” he went on to say, “has been ac- 
complished by the intelligent and interested 
members of the naval committee of the sen- 
ate and the house, supported by the earnest 
efforts of the president of the United States 
ang the secretary of the navy, and by the 
clear presentation of the needs of the service 
by our surgeon general, William C. Braisted, 
all of whom have given in their respective 
spheres sympathetic support in the endeavor 
to make the medical department of the navy 
the best of its kind in the world, always 
working for a full realization of what it 
‘means to the folKs back home to know that 
their fathers and brothers and sons far 
away in unknown and often perilous sur- 
roundingse would be kindly and skillfully 
cared for.” 

The Nursing Corps. 

Discussion of the medical corps, the medli- 
cal reserve corps, etc., brought the speaker 
to an outline of the work and accomplish- 
ments to date of the nursing crops—compos- 
ed of two groups: The hospital corps and 
what he characterized as “a splendid corps 
of women nurses, open to the best qualified 
of the land.” And in this connection he said: 

“The hospital corps has just been increas- 
ed to 3,000 in number. There are 1,500 new- 
ly-created vacancies open to the youth of the 


qualifications and the elements of a com- 
mon school education. 

, ‘One of the splendid results of Secretary 
Daniels’ efforts in behalf of the enlisted 
men is the opening of two large training 
schools—one at the training station at New- 
port, and the other at the training station at 
San Francisco. For these men who receive 
education in nursing, chemistry, bacteriology, 
hospital administration and pharmacy, lead- 
‘ing to the position of chief pharmacist, with 
the possibility of obtaining a commission 
with the rank of ensign, and ultimately the 
pay of a lieutenant in the navy, with the al- 
lowances and retirement privileges that gO 
with that rank. Congress has wisely placed 
this corps upon a percentage basis, so that 
it increases automatically as the navy in- 
creases.”’ 


Hospitals on Ships. 


Descriptive of the hospital feature of the 
navy, Dr. Grayson said in part: | 

“Every man-of-war Khas a small hospital 
on board, complete in every detail and equiv- 
alent to the small army post hospital, with 
which you are familiar. 

“We have heard much of base hospitals 
operating upon land. Its analogue upon the 
sea is the hospital ship. I cannot say how 
many of these ships have been employed 
in. the present war, but each country has 
contributed its quota. 

“A fleet may be likened to a large city of 
over 50,000 adult male inhabitants, all en- 
gaged about machinery, tossed about by 
wind and weather, handling high explosives, 
subject to hazard of life and limb and the 
perils of exposure. What could such a pop- 
ulation do ashore without a hospital? It is, 
therefore, as necessary that we should have 
our hospital ship as that Atlanta should have 
her hospital. I take pride in telling you that 
in the splendid naval program which became 


country who possess the physical and moral 


a law a little over two months ago, congress 


| provided $2,350,000 for the first hospital ship 


to be constructed for its purpose. We have 
planned and studied for this ship for twenty 
years. The United States is the first to take 
the initiative of deliberately building such 
a ship. 

“Her design will include features the re- 
sult of long study and experience in our 
own fleet and also in the fleets in the great 
war now raging. She will possess every 
modern facility of a large general hospital. 
She will be an oil-burner, free from dust 
and dirt, equipped with gyroscopic stabiliz- 
ers to make her steady. The operating room 
will be large and spacious, extending the 
height of two decxs. The X-ray room, ths 
laboratories, dental rooms, eye, ear, throat 
and nose rooms will contain the most modern 
appliances. 
with the details of her construction and 
equipment. I wish only to add that, to moth- 
ers and fathers, to sisters and brothers, to 
all relatives and friends of the man who has 
cast his lot upon the sea in the service of 
his country, to those good people it must 
be a satisfact.on to know that wounded or 
sick, the officer, bluejacket or marine will 
be tenderly and efficiently looked after. 

“In time of war we would probably never 
have the immense number of wounded we 
hear of in connection with the great battles 
of Europe. A battle on the sea is not a fight 
between men; it is a fight between ships. 
When these ships come back from the sé. 
with their sick and their wounded, they will 
look to the hospitals of the coast cities to 
help them. Even our large navy yard hospi- 
tals are not large enough to handle unaided 
the numbers that would result from a battle 
of grand fleets with a naval power of the 
first class. In the civilian hospitals of all 
the large cities, where our naval stations are 
located, we may need the assistance and 
abundant facilities their hospitals offer. 

“For purposes of defense our coast is 
divideq into naval districts. The activities 
of some ships are confined within a district, 
and for these ships we must find hospital fa- 
cilities within their districts. All medical 
men who reside in coast cities may well con- 
sider what service they can render the navy 
in time of war. 

Medical Officers. 

“The duties of the medical officers in the 
navy are peculiar. They do not concern 
treatment of disease alone, but the broader 
field of preventing diseases, which are in a 
measure occupational. It is primarily a duty 
with ships and. concerned with the ocean. 
The ship as a habitation has no features com- 
parabie to conditions on land. All the sur- 
roundings of the life are the unusual rather 
than the usual, the artificial rather than the 
natural. Immense furnaces in the interior 
of our ships produce conditions of grea* 
heat, unusual to an ordinary environment. 
The air for ventilating purposes ‘which 
might enter a house from below and rige 
from level to level by natural movement, 
must be drawn from the top and distributed 
by artificial means, a form of mechanical 
respiration, so to speak, aerating the various 
constituent compartments, 

“The water we drink is artificial, for 
these are no springs in the hull of the ship, 
and it must be manufactured froin the ele- 
ments’ in which we float. When the ship 
leaves port or stays for a long time on pa- 
trol or blockade duty, we can no longer have 
the fresh food which is enjoyed on shore, but 
food must be preserved. Below the deck and 


in the bowels of the ship a ray of sunlight 
can never reach, natural light can nhever 
penetrate. We are confronted with the prob- 
tem of keeping fit the man who steps be- 
yond his natural environment, 

“Our work takes us into extremes of heat 
and extremes of cold. We go to corners of 
the earth where diseases exist that are little 
known to those who do not leave their own 
country. Our doctors are on observaticn 
duty in England, france and Germany. Aft- 
er the great war they will return to tell us 
of the advance made there in. medicine and 


surgery.”

Commodores Realize Now 
They Are Not the Whole 
Pumpkins in the Southern 
Football World. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 14.— 
(Special.)—The single bright spot in 


the gloom surrounding the startling 
humiliation of the Commodores at the 
hands of Tennessee and the blasting 
of their chances for the Dixie title, 
is that the stunning defeat has been 
the means of awakening the McGugin 
machine to the dangers attendant to 
over-confidence. That same menace 
threatened to develop in the Vandy 
camp prior to the Virginia game, but 
by vigorous effort it was finally stamp- 
ed out. 

Yet that same under-estimation of 
a rival’s strength, coupled with a com- 
plete collapse of the McGugin machine 
both offensively aand defensively, an 
an aparent inability to rally in the 
face of Tennessee’s unexpected strong 
attack, cost the Commodores a right 
to bid for the championship. in Dixie. 
But if the costly lesson should prove 
the means of stimulating the Vander- 
bilt eleven to a comeback that would 
result in a victory over both Auburn 
and Sewanee the struggle for the title 
might then be in ‘such a snarl that 
the real identity of the winner would 
be so obscured that the comparative 
score plan of 1914 would again be em- 
ployed. ; 

Such procedure would entail little 
credit to Vanderbilt, particular when 
the 1916 machine has been hailed as 
the best in the past six years by fol- 
lowers of football, but the Commodores 
are now in the position of saving what 
little they can from the wreckage left 
by the Tennessee submarine. One week 
ago an even chance was_ figured 
against Mike Donahue’s Plainsmen. 
Now the Commodores will need a com- 
plete reversal of form to get abreast 
of that same even chance. 

Ragged Playing. 

Nothing quite so ragged as their 
showing against Tennessee has been 
exhibited by a Vanderbilt November 
team in years. That is years that were 
not already lean from the start: The 
tackling of such stellar performers 
as Cody and Williams was slipshod. The 
interference was practically nil. When 
it formed it was both belated and thin 
and for that reason Curry was unable 
to flash any of his former brilliancy. 
His 70-yard sprint for a touchdown 
was not behind interference, but 
through a hole in the line through 
which he shot when he found the Ten- 
nessee ends crowding in upon him. 

Still the Commodore captain made 
more than half of the total yardage 
gained from scrimmage by Vanderbilt, 
his individual efforts, netting 128 yards 
out of the entire 209 made by the Com- 
modores. Outside of Curry’s runs from 
fake punt formation the Commodores

But one effort was suc- 
cessful out of eight attemps, no block- 
ing being done for the receiver and 
the throws being erratic on the part 
of both Curry and Ray. 

On the other hand, Tennessee work- 
ed two passes out of six trials and 
one paved the way for a touchdown. 

Zerfess was steadily outpunte by 
Hatcher, whose work was nothing 
short of phenomenal, yet the Vander- 
bilt kicker was far below the form he 
displayed against Virginia. 

To prepare for the Auburn combat 
Vanderbilt starts in wretched physical 
condition. Red Floyd wrenched a knee 
on the first play against Tennessee, 
Carman, the big guard, sustained a se- 
verely bruished shoulder, while Hamil- 
ton and Lipscomb plainly showed the 


effects of their chills and fever at- i" 


tacks. Still the work of the two for- 
wards was not below that of the regu- 
lar linesmen, for Cody and Williams 
were badly off color. 

The Commodores are in the throes 
of one of the worst slumps of their 
eareer.

BY FEDERAL AGENT 


Americus, Ga., November 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. G. Oliver, with headquarters 
at ericus, in charge of the state- 
- wide fight on the boll weevil being 
designated by the federal government, 
has issued a statement of the plans by 
which the governmental agents intend 
to carry on the work, joining hands 
with all parties and organizations, and 

specially the demonstration agents 
in the several counties. The attitude 
of the boll weevil extension workers 
from the State College of Agriculture 
and the federal government has been 
outlined, folllowing a? conference with 
J. Phil Campbell, of Athens; C. 
Burley, now stationed at Albany in the 
work, and Mr. Oliver. 

The statement says that the depart- 
ment will work in co-operation with 
all parties. The agents are to organ- 
ize their counties into community clubs 
and the fight made through the organ- 
ization. Two or three farmers in each 
community are *to be selected to demon- 
strate how the cotton should be grown 
under the conditions and directions of 
the agents and authorities. These clubs 
shall also take up the matter of stock 
and feeds, which go hand in hand with 
the fight on the weevil. 

The extension department of the 
State College of Agriculture is now 
issuing a‘large poster which carries 
detailed instructions for growing next 
year’s crop. The agents will be in- 
structed to stick up these posters at 
cross-roads, postoffices, country stores 
and at every place generally frequent- 
ed by the farmer. 

Five additional boll weevil special- 
ists will be located in different sec- 
tions of the state, to be called upon 
next spring when the heaviest fight is 
on with the boll weevil.

Indications That British 
Buyers Had Withdrawn — 
From Market Resulted in >

Chicago, November 14.—Gharp price 
losses in wheat resulted today from 
indications that British buyers had 
withdrawn from the market. The close 
was heayy at % to 3%c net decline, 
with December at $1.85% to $1.86 and 
May $1.90% to §1.91. Other staplea, 
too, showed a setback—corn 2 to 3%c 
oats % to 2% @2%c and provisions 16 
to 55c. 

At first the wheat market displayed 
considerable strength, owing to word 
that the visible supply in Europe had 
decreased 1,584,000 bushels during the 
week and because British millers were 
Said £o be purchasing flour abroad at 
fancy prices. Besides reports British 
steamers had been ordered take 
hereafter 50 per cent of foodstuffa in 
cargoes instead of 30 per cent, tended 
to emphasize the prevailing impression 
that European needs were urgent. Late 
advices from Argentina, however, were 
less bullish than has recently been the 
case, and this fact operated as a check 
on upturns in value. It was not until 
absence of sales to Great Britain at- 
tracted notice, though, that prices took 
a definite downward swing. 

According to the best available in- 
formation, export sales of wheat for 
the day were almost entirely to neu- 
tral countries. The British were un- 
derstood to have a large amount of 
wheat bought for November and - 
cember shipment and to be put in po- 
sition to await favorable terms of pur- 
chase for additional supplies. Railway 
traffic difficulties counted also against 
the bulls late in the session. In this 
connection, Buffalo advices said ele- 
vators there were full and that ship- 
mens to the seaboard were seriously 
hampered by the inadequacy of the 


supply of cars.

MONEY IN CAMPAIGN 
10 BE INVESTIGATED 


Senate to Begin Thorough 
Probe—Justice Department 
Already at Work. 


Washington, November 14.—Definite 
plans were laid by administration 
leaders today for having the senate 
begin an investigation as soon as con- 
gress convenes of the use of money in 
the last presidential campaign. Sev- 
eral senators have discussed the ques- 
tion with officials of the administra- 
tion and it was said tonight that the 
investigation will be held beyond ques- 
tion, | 

Suggestions were made that President 
Wilson might mention the subject in 
his next annual message to congress 
in recommending passage of a corrupt 
practices act, but some officials thought 
he would take the position that he 
should leave the question to the sen- 
ate in view of the fact that he him- 
self was a candidate. Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, will confer with the pres- 
ident tomorrow, and the question may 
be brought up at that time. 

As outlined by officials today the 
inve'stigation will be very thorough, 
and will include the cross-examina- 
tion of wealthy men supposed to have 
made campaign contributions as well 
as of the men in charge of the spend- 
ing of money raised for the campaign, 


Colonizing of Voters. 

Investigation into alleged attempts 
to colonize illegal voters in Indiana 
and West Virginia particularly was 
begun before the election. In those 
states democratic leaders are planning 
to contest the election of United States 
senators. Before the polls had closed 
last Tuesday charges of corruption 
were openly made by democratic chief- 
tains. 

Evidence is being gathered upwun 
which to base contests in the election 
of Harry S. New and James E. Wat- 
son as senators from Indiana, and Rep- 
resentative Howard Sutherland as sen- 
ator in West Virginia. New defeated 
Majority Leader Kern and Watson won 
from Senator Taggart. Sutherland in 
West Virginia defeated Senator Chil- 
ton. It has been charged by democrats 
that negroes were colonized from the 


south in states where the republicans 
triumphed by small majorities 
If contests are broughs they will have 


to be initiated in the new senate, as 
each legislative body is the judge of 
its own members. The democrats will 
control the new senate by twelve votes. 

The department of justice announced 
that its investigation will proceed in 
Various states despite the fact that 
the elections are over, and said that 
prosecutions were to follow where the 
law has been violated.
